"In  his  inaugural  address.  Newly-elected 
President  Mac  Bethel  of  the  Western  Re- 
serve District,  headquarters  Cleveland, 
made  the  statement  that  the  next  meeting 
of  this  Alumni  Association  would  be  at- 
tended by  twice  the  number  present  this 
year.  That  will  be  double  157,  the  number 
that  gathered  for  the  annual  dinner  held  on 
December  10th  in  the  Rose  Room  of  Hotel 
Statler.

157. 

"Dr.  Bryan  was  present  and  brought 
with  him  a  new  story  out  of  Athens.  De- 
finite plans  to  attract  men  to  Ohio  and  to 
take  care  of  them;  the  University  Union; 
the  new  Gymnasium;  better  athletic  teams; 
project  of  a  new  auditorium;  plans  to  raise 
scholarship  standards  and  then  go  after  the 
recognition  Ohio  wants — Phi  Beta  Kappa 
and  membership  in  the  important  college 
organizations  of  the  country.  This  was  what 
the  157  came  hoping  to  hear,  and  they 
heard  it.  Dr.  Bryan  convinced  them  that 
he  is  the  leader  they  have  been  looking  for. 

"What  he  said  further  of  peace  and  world 
citizenship  and  the  obligation  of  the  Uni- 
versity with  regard  to  them  was  news  of  no 
less  importance.  It  takes  a  vision  that 
goes  back  of  buildings  and  advei'tising  to 
make  a  real  college  president.  This  157 
was  glad  to  know  that  the  freshmen  are 
listening  regularly  to  discussion  of  these 
things,  that  they  are  being  given  Christian 
education  under  the  personal  guidance  of  a 
teacher  who  believes  in  a  man-size  kind  of 
Christianity. 

"Carr  Liggett,  retiring  Treasurer,  turned 
over  a  small  nest-egg  to  his  successor, 
Arthur  Sayre.  Estella  Vinton  followed  Hel- 
en   Goddard   into   the   office     of    Secretary. 


James  P.  Wood,  Jr.,  President  of  the  na- 
tional Ohio  University  Alumni  Association, 
handed  the  local  gavel  to  Mac  Bethel.  And 
the  rest  of  the  evening  was  spent  in  con- 
versation and  dancing."

The  New  York  Dinner

with  which  the  president,  C.  B.  Humphrey, 
greeted  every  one  upon  arrival  made  all 
feel  that  there  was  no  ice  to  be  broken  ere 
the  real  sociability  of  the  evening  began. 
Everybody  seemed  in  gay  and  happy  mood 
throughout  the  evening,  and  was  evidently 
reluctant  to  bid  goodbye  when  it  came  time 
to  go.  There  were  about  fifty  in  attend- 
ance. The  presence  of  several  fonner 
Athenians  who  had  not  been  at  our  prev- 
ious meetings  and  had  not  seen  one  another 
for  years  added  interest  to  the  gathering. 

Miss  Fannie  Gould,  of  Hawaii,  who  was 
the  guest  of  her  sister  Katherine  (Mrs.  J. 
W.  Macartney)  declared  that  having  come 
three  thousand  miles  to  attend  our  reunion, 
she  was  not  disappointed  in  her  welcome. 
Dean  Irma  Voigt  of  the  University  was  a 
guest  of  distinction  whom  we  should  be 
glad  to  have  speak  to  us  again.  The  pres- 
ence of  Dr.  Henry  E.  Chapin  and  Mrs. 
Chapin  (Dora  Hoffman)  of  Richmond  Hill, 
made  it  seem  like  old  times  to  those  of  us 
wiio  were  in  college  in  the  nineties.  Dr. 
Josephus  T.  Ullom  and  Mrs.  Ullom  of  Ger- 
mantoMTi  pleasantly  suiijrised  us  by  com- 
ing. "Joe"  has  loyally  supporied  our  asso- 
ciation from  the  beginning  and  each  year 
we  have  earnestly  hoped  that  he  and  Mrs. 
Ullom  could  attend  our  reunion,  but  insist- 
ent professional  duties  heretofore  had  de- 
feated his  intention  of  coming.  This  time 
their  stay  proved  all  too  shoi-t  for  just  as 
the  toastmaster  was  calling  on  Joe  for  a 
speech  they  hastened  away  to  catch  the 
ten  o'clock  train  for  Philadelphia.  Grace 
before  dinner  was  said  by  Dr.  G.  Walton 
King  whose  ministry  in  the  Athens  Presby- 
terian Church  about  fifteen  years  ago  was 
marked  by  the  erection  of  the  present  edi- 
fice.     Fortunately    our   committee     caught 
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him  and  Mrs.  King  on  their  wing,  as  they 
were  flitting  from  Newark,  New  Jersey  to 
Harrisburg,  Pa.,  where  they  were  to  re- 
side after  January  first. 

A  guest  of  special  honor  was  Mr.  John 
Lindley  of  the  New  York  bar,  who  is  a 
grandson  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jacob  Lindley, 
first  President  of  Ohio  University.  He  was 
introduced  to  the  company  by  Miss  Anna 
Pearl  MacVay,  who  said  that  while  she 
could  not  claim  President  Lindley  as  her  di- 
rect ancestor,  she  was  proud  of  the  fact 
that  he  was  a  great-uncle  of  her  grandfath- 
er, Jacob  Lindley  MacVay.  Mr.  John  Lind- 
ley related  interesting  facts  about  our  first 
President  which  showed  that  he  was  a  lead- 
er in  scientific  thought  and  practice.  He 
was  the  first  one  in  America  to  vaccinate  a 
patient,  following  the  example  set  by  Gen- 
et in  France.  When  an  epidemic  of  small- 
pox occurred  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  Dr. 
Lindley  vaccinated  his  own  son  and  then 
exposed  him  to  the  dread  disease.  When 
his  child  proved  immune,  the  parents  in 
his  parish  generally  vaccinated  their  child- 
ren. That  the  practice  thus  begun  has  con- 
tinued ever  since  in  that  community  so  that 
babies  there  are  vaccinated  even  before 
they  are  baptized,  is  vouched  for  by  the 
Hon.  James  G.  Blaine,  who  compiled  a  his- 
tory of  his  native  county  in  Pennsylvania. 

A  very  pretty  incident  which  commended 
itself  to  everyone  occurred  when  the  toast- 
master  called  upon  Mrs.  Clyde  BrowTi  (Car- 
rie Schwefel)  to  read  one  of  her  poems. 
With  ready  wit  she  replied  that,  not  expect- 
ing to  be  called  upon,  she  had  no  poems 
with  her  except  one.  At  the  w^ord  she  put 
her  aim  around  her  lovely  daughter  Helen, 
who  sat  beside  her  and,  causing  her  to  rise, 
presented  her  to  the  assembled  company. 

Professor  Ralph  Super  of  Hamilton  Col- 
lege was  introduced  as  a  "son  of  another 
President  of  Ohio  University."  He  paid 
laughing  tribute  to  C.  B.  Humphrey  as  the 
founder  of  the  O.  U.  Gymnasium  and  its 
first  director.  Pointing  to  himself  he  said: 
"I  was  his  first  pupil.  In  me  you  can  see 
a  notable  example  of  his  success,  for  since 
my  early  training  in  the  Humphrey  meth- 
od, I  have  used  no  other."  He  also  congrat- 
ulated the  0.  U.  football  team  on  its  recent 
victory  over  the  Columbia  eleven. 

Dr.  Albert  Leonard  very  happily  intro- 
duced the  principal  guest  of  the  evening. 
President  Bryan  of  the  University.  With 
one  accord  the  company  rose  to  show  honor 
to  Dr.  Bryan.  The  close  attention  with 
which  every  one  listened  to  his  account  of 
the  present  status  and  future  prospects  of 
our  Alma  Mater  and  the  approving  words 
spoken  by  everyone  afterwards  demonstrat- 
ed clearly  that  the  new  President  has  a 
waiTn  place  in  our  I'egard.  We  wish  him 
great  success  in  his  splendid  undertakings.

Men  still  under  the  three  score  and  ten 
can  well  remember  when  the  completion  of 
a  $100,000  endowment  for  their  college,  af- 
ter many  months  of  strenuous  endeavor, 
was  looked  upon  as  a  monumental  achieve- 
ment. A  few  days  ago  an  Eastern  univer- 
sity announced  the  allotment  of  $1,300,000 
for  a  single  building  for  its  medical  depart- 
ment alone.  Another  great  university,  de- 
siring to  get  hold  of  additional  property  in 
its  vicinity,  was  obliged  to  find  three  quar- 
ters of  a  million  in  a  day,  the  papers  tell 
us,  in  order  to  prevent  its  option  on  the 
property  from  expiring. 

The  smaller  colleges  that  worked  so  hard 
for  their  $100,000  funds  a  generation  ago 
now  want  their  additions  to  come  in  sum."^
